“I have not been entirely satisfied 
with any explanation made for this 
matter. For instance, you had money 
appropriated for machine guns, and 
you haven't the guns yet. We ap- 
propriated for small arms and you 
spent the money for pistols instead of 
rifles.” 

“We were, far shorter of pistols 
than rifles,”” Gen. Crozier answered, 
“and we are not going to be slowed 
up in this war in the slightest de- 
gree on account of rifles.” 

*& “I don't think the country will be 
satisfied with that explanation,”’ Sen- 
ator Cha in insisted, “We 
need rifles for ‘target ‘practice and 
training purposes in the field.’ 

How prospective appropriations by 
Congress were anticipated was re- 
cited by Gen. Crozier. For instance, 
he said orders were placed for 9,- 
000,000 rounds of munition early’ 
last spring before any funds were 
available. He detailed how many 
new factories that had never before 
made gun forgings were given large 
contracts, to increase ordnance pro- 
duction.

CONVOY ATTACKED

LONDON, Dec. 17.—One British 
and five neutral merchantmen, a 
British destroyer and four mine 
sweepers have been sunk in the 
North Sea by German naval forces. 

The losses were the result of an 
attack on a convoy bound from Scot- 
land to Norway, Sir Eric Geddes, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, an- 
nounced ‘today. The total tonnage 
of the lost merchantmen was 8000. 

Two neutral merchant vessels and 
a trawler were sunk off the Tyne 
Dec. 12 by German destroyers, Thom- 
as J. McNamara, financial secretary 
to the Admiralty, also announced in 
the House of Commons today. 

The German raid duplicates the 
successful enterprise of last October 
carried out by two German raiders 
which .attacked a convoy in the 
North Sea. They sank nine neutral 
merchantmen and two of the es- 
corting British destroyers. Five Nor- 
wegian, three Swedish and one Dan- 
ish vessel were sunk without warn- 
ing, three other merchantmen escap- 
ing. The raiders were armed heavily 
and succeeded in evading the British 
watchers on the return as well as the 
outward trip.

FLECTRIC POWER 
SHORTAGE IM CTY 
6 ANTICPATED 


Official of Union Concern Says 
That Its Coal Supply Is 
Greatly Curtailed. 


St. Louis utilities and industries 
are in danger of curtailment of elec- 
trical power, Charles S. Ruffner, vice 
president and general manager of 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co., asserts. He told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that water scarcity at 
the Keokuk dam and coal scarcity at 


the Union Company’s plant in St. 
Louis caused a power shortage which 
made the iminediate reduction of 
its use imperative if a disastrous 
collapse of industry is to be, in a 
measure, averted. 

For the last week the Keokuk 
company has been using its reserve 
water and the Union company has 
been using its reserve coal. Both re- 
serves are rapidly nearing exhaus- 
tion, with no adequate replenishment 
in sight. 

Daily Requirement Heavy. 

The Keokuk company’s reserve is 
drawn from its reservoir, which will 
be emptied by Thursday. The Union 
company has been kept going for the 
last week on storage coal. It has on 
hand only enough for two and a half 
days, restricted operation. Its re- 
quirements are 50 carloads a day. 
Since Thursday it has been getting 
only two or three carloads a day ex- 
cept on Saturday, when a string of 18 
cars was brought across the river by 
a locomotive borrowed by the Ter-

England Has Destroyed 
German Colonial Edifice 
History Is Repeating Itself 


By FRANK H. SIMONDS. 
Author of “The Great War.” 

The other day a laconic British of- 
ficial statement announced the cgm- 
pletion of the campaign in German 
East Africa. Its: significance was 
little appreciated by a world whose 
attention was fixed upon Cambrai 
and the Russian revolution. And yet 
it marks the passing of one of the 
great colonial empires of modern 
times. When the war broke out 
German colonies occupied more than 
a million square miles of African 
territory, an empire in area larger 
than that lost by France under the 
old monarchy in the wars with Brit- 
ain which preceded the Napoleonic 
era. 

Bagdad, Jerusalem, German Af- 
rica—these are measures of the pres- 


the German. “We are entering the 
fourth winter of the war, a war 
which German statesmen and Ger- 
man scholars quite as much as Ger- 
man soldiers proclaimed was to bea 
contest between a modern Rome ‘and 


in which the German should play 
the Roman role. And after four 
campaigns no German ship sails 
the seas, every German colony is in 
British hands save for these portions 
occupied by Britain’s French and 
Japanese allics, and Germany’s 
Turkish ally has lost Mesopotamia 
and the Holy Land; their armies oc- 
cupy the roads to Suez and the Per- 
sian Gulf and no single foot of Brit- 
ish territory has now a German mas- 
ter. 

; History Repeats Itself. 

If one could preserve an histori- 
cal perspective in the midst of the 
crowded incidents -of the present 
time it would be perceived that his- 
tory is strangely repeating itself. 
Britain is now doing to Germany 
what she did to Spain, to Holland, to 
France. Challenged by an ambitious 
rival, she has swept that rival from 
the seas, it has destroyed the co- 
lonial edifice of the new foe and her 
armies are joined to those of half a 
civilized world on the European con- 
tinent. 

Not so many months ago Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, then German Chan- 
cellor, announced that Germany 
would make peace on the basis of 
the war map, but peace with Britain 
on the basis of the war map of to- 
day would leave Germany not alone 
confined to Europe and Asiatic Tur- 
key, but with the doorways of Asi- 
atic Turkey closed, with the sea 
gates of the Turkish empire in Brit- 
ish hands, while now and for the fu- 
ture, as in the past, British sea pow- 
er would still dominate the German 
exits from the North Sea to the At- 
lantic, from the Mediterranean both 
to the Red Sea and to the western 
ocean. Measuring the war by the 
feet and inches of the European 
scale it still remains a doubtful ana 
terrific struggle. Measured by the 
map of the world Britain has already 
repeated the achievements of the 
sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries and‘the war, so far as 
Britain is concerned, still remains to 
be completed. — 

More than this. When the war 
began England had only a fleet. The 
English expeditionary army or less 
than 200,000 men represented the 
maximum of her strength upon land. 


| Today she has 6,000,000 men under 


arms, her guns outweigh the Cer- 
man, her military machine is as 
powerful as the German acd her 
man-power has not been weakened 
by the tremendous sacrifices which 
have been the price of German vic- 
tory so far as she has achieved vic- 
tory against: the French, the Ital- 
ians and the Russians. 

Jerusalem has a significance for a 
world public far beyond its military 
value. Even Bagdad is a thing of 
military importance; and yet these 
cities with their wealth of historic 
suggestion represent a fresh renais- 
sance of British power. Louis XIV 
and Napoleon were genfined to Eu- 
rope save for Napoleon’s little ven- 
ture into Egypt. While British then 
as now played their part on the Con- 
tinent and British ships of war and

British forces swept the world, if the 
war were to end today Britain would 
possess a fleet and an army, the 
one overwhelmingly superior and thie 
other at least equal to the:-German. 
Again, Britain in colonial territory 
would be the victor; no merchant 
ship could sail from Hamburg to 
the Far East, save as Britain pér- 
mitted it to touch at her coaling sta- 
tions. British colonies and naval 
ports would be closed to her com- 
mercial and German warships and 
despite the ravages of the subma- 
rine in British shipping, the German 
commercial fleet has suffered far 
greater losses incident to the seizure 
in foreign ports of the vessels that 
to escape British sea power took 
refuge in August, 1914. 
Eyes Fixed Upon Europe. 

We are fixing our eyes upon Eu- 
rope precisely as our ancestors fixed 
their eyes upon the campaign in 
Flanders and Arteois in the days cof 
the eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
tury wars, and yet the British em- 
pire was built beyond Europe at the 
time when Europe was contesting 
provinces and cities between the 
Somme and the Meuse, between the 
Rhine and the Danufe. When there 
wars were over an exhausted France 
fell back upon itself, while an in- 
vigorated Britain went forward to 
the work of empire building. 

Tomorrow we may see a free Pal- 
estine guaranteed by allied armies 
We may see an Arab state created 
in Syria with a similar guarantee. 
We shall see German colonies in the 
Pacific permanently assigned to Ja- 
pan and to Australia. We may see 
German West Africa annexed by 
British South Africa and we may 
see the ultimate obliteration of all 
German colonial power. But no 
man can expect now to see Gernian- 
led armies.arrive at Suez or on the 
Persian Gulf.. India and Egypt are 
to remain British. South Africa has 
denied all German claims and borne 
arms against the German, not the 
Briton. German commercial edifices 
in South America and in the United 
States are gone or’are crumbling. 

Whether as master of Mittel Euro- 
pa or as master only of the Germany 
of 1870, the Teuton at the end of 
this war will have to begin again in 
the world, and not begin as he be- 
gan on the morrow of the Franco- 
Prussian war, but to begin with the 
hatred and the suspicion of two- 
thirds of the people of the world, 
with the British Empire closed to 
his exports; with the opportunity to 
purchase raw materials essential to 


his trade restricted if not denied: 
with his industrial machinery on ihe 
human side reduced by the cruel cust 
of his campaigns of conquest. 
Napoleon or Louis XIV would be 
moved to sympathy and fellow feel- 
ing in contemplating Germany’s. po- 


}sition with respect to Britain at the 


present moment. Nothing in what 
has happened to Germany would 
seem novel to the conqueror who 
marched from Madrid to Moscow, 
nothing in what has happened to the 
German colonial empire would seer 
strange to Louis XIV and his succes- 
sors who lost India and Quebec while 
winning campaigns in Flanders. It 
is a curious fact that no matter how 
often history repeats itself the fa- 
miliar things still seem novel to the 
latest generation, which sees the con- 
temporary repetition of past events. 
We shall probably continue to watch 
the west front with bated breath. to 
hope and fear for Russia. Weshall 
continue to estimate the meaning of 
the war by the daily communiques, 
by the foot measure marking the 
change in the western trenches. Yéet 
those who come hereafter will doubt- 
less look at this war as we view the 
Anglo-French wars of the past which 
today appear wars in which the Eu- 
ropean campaigns were relatively 
fruitless while those which were car- 
ried on beyond the seas permanently 
altered the fate of millions of men; 
almost limitless areas of territory. So 
far Britain has run true to form, she 
has done better than ever before 
with her land armies, but at sea, be- 
yond the European horizons, she has 
maintained the great tradition of the 
past centuries.

Rome Announces Repulse of Attack 
Near the Brenta. 


ROME, Dec. 17.—There was little 
infantry fighting on the front be- 
tween the Brenta and Piave Satur- 
day and one hostile attack was 
checked, the official statement from 
the War Office yesterday said. The 
statement reads: 

‘‘Between the Brenta and the Piave 
the struggle did not increase yester- 
day. About 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon in the Col Dela Beretta region 
hostile infantry attempted to ad- 
vance against our line, but was driv- 
en back completely by a . prompt 
counter attack. Our batteries re- 
peatedly and for a long time put 
down an intense barrage on the po- 
sitions on Col Caprille, which had 
been withdrawn from the day be- 
fore. 

“At the delta of the Piave a storm- 
ing platoon, well supported by an 
armcred motor boat, destroyed one 
of the enemy’s small bridges and pa- 
trols consisting. of sailors, attacked 
some houses occupied by the enemy 
and captured a number of prison- 
ers.

WASHINGTON, : Dec. 17.—The

attorney for all the defendants in the 
State graft cases, admitted on the 
witness stand that he wrote the judgr- 
ment and the commitment into the 
court records, after Judge Slate had 
ordered Howell and Bwing to jail 
for contempt. 

The case against Howell and Ew- 
ing depended on whether the state- 
ments made in the record were a 
true record of the facts. More than 
a dozen witnesses testified’ that the 
record was in conflict with the facts, 
and not oné witness testified that the 
record recited the facts accurately. 
The case is before the Supreme 
Court on a writ of habeas corpus, 
issued by Judge Walker. Virgil G. 
Huff of Moberly was named as com- 
missioner to take evidence and re- 
port on the facts. 


What Judgment Recited. , 
The judgment of the Circuit Court, 
as submitted before Huff, in evi- 
dence, recited that Ewing had said 
to the Circuit Court, “If somebody 
has to go to jail to get justice for 
the State in these cases, then I am 
ready to go.’”’ The record shows 
that Ewing was sentenced for con- 
tempt because he made this state- 
ment. 

Several newspaper men, county of- 
ficers and Tom Dumm, who has been 
associated with Irwin as attorney for 
the defendants, said on the witness 
stand that Ewing made the state- 
ment after he had been sentenced 
for contempt. 

After admitting that he wrote the 
court record, Irwin declined to say 
the record was wrong. He declared 
he was under the impression that 
the record was correct, but in view 
of the preponderance of testimony 
to the contrary, he said he was not 
willing to contradict all of the other 
witnesses. 

Slate held Ewing and Howell to 
be in contempt of court, when they 
declined to proceed with the prose- 
cution of the second case against 
John W. Scott, accused of stealing 
State coal, when Slate refused to 
permit himself to be disqualified.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Food 


| Administrator Hoover personally ap- 


peared today: at the Senate commt- 
tee investigation of the sugar short- 
age and asked to be allowed to 


make a statement of his version of 
conditions. 

The committee, after cosiaidertdne 
the request in executive session, went 
on with the questioning of President 
Spreckels of the gh ederal Sugar Re- 
fining Co., one of the Food Adminis- 
trator’s chief critics, without an- 
noiuneng any decision on Hoover's 
request. 

The Food Administrator then left 
the committee room. ny 

Spreckles declared, that if ‘this 
year’s Western. heet sugar crop had 
been allowed to come East there 
would have been “an abundance of 
sugar.” As the refined price for beet, 
he said, had been set by the food 
administration at 7.25 at all ports, 
the Western refiners sold to the West 
te escape freight charges to Eastern 
ports. 

Spreckles reiterated that at the 
time his refinery was about to close 
for lack of supplies 110,000 tons of 
raw cane stgar was held by the Cali- 
fornia-Hawaiian Co. and the West- 
ern Refining Co., and that _George 
M. Rojph, president of the, former, 
and director of the sugar division of 
the Food Administration, declined to 
allow any of it to come East. 

Spreckles testified that the price 
for the Cuban crop now coming in 
would have been less than it is had 
it not been regulated and that the 
regulation would result in additional 
revenue of $9,000,000 to the Cali- 
fornia-Hawaii Refining Co., of which 
Rolph is president. 

There would have been plenty of 
sugar in the East this fall, Spreckels 
maintained, if stocks held by Rolph’s 
company and the Western Refining 
Co. had been allowed to be shipped. 

H: Curtis Lindley, counsel for the 
Food Administration, suggested that 
the committee ask if lack of railroad 
facilities were not the cause of the 
nonsupport. 

Before the question could be put 
Senater Reed announced a recess. 


GARFIELD TO ASK MINES TO RUN 
ON CHRISTMAS AND NEW YEAR'S 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—To keep 
coal production at a maximum, Fuel 
Administrator Garfield is preparing 
to appeal to operators and miners to 
forego the usual Christmas and 
New Year’s holiday. 

Every idde day in the mines costs 
the country nearly 2,000,000 tons of 
fuel.

Immediately after the signing of 
the armistice peace negotiations are 
to be begun. It is provided that 
measures shall be taken for the ex- 
change of civil prisoners, invalids, 
women and children under 14 years, 
and for the amelioration of the con- 
dition of war prisoners. The treaty 
concludes with these words: 

For Healing of War Wounds. 

“With the purpose of facilitating 
the conguct of peace negotations 
and the ‘speedy healing of the 
\ ounds caused by the war, the con- 
tracting parties take measures for 
re-establishment of cultural and eco- 
nomic relations among the signato- 
ries. Within such limits as the arm- 
istice permits, postal, commercial re- 
lations, the mailing of books and 
papers will be permitted, the details 
to be worked out by a mixed com- 
mission, representing all the inter- 
ested parties, at Petrograd.” 
Peace Negotiations to Follow. 
Leon Trotzky, the Bolsheviki For- 
eign Minister, declared at a meeting 
of the Petrograd Council of Soldiers’ 
and Workmen’s Delegates Saturday 
night that peace negotiations would 
be begun immediately after the ar- 
mistice had been signed. 
The Foreign Minister announced 
that for a time a break in the nego- 
tiations seemed imminent because 
Gen. Hoffmann, the German § nego- 
tiator, insisted on the right to trans- 
fer troops in small units. . The Ger- 
man commander finally accepted 
the Russian formula. 
“We can’t and won't aid militarism 
in any way,” Trotzky said. “This 
question of transferring troops was 
most fundamental. I think our for- 
mula is. considered by our allies to 
be satisfactory.” 
The Russian delegates constitut- 
ing the armistice committee at 
Brest-Litovsk have advised the Bol- 
sheviki authorities at the Smolny In- 
stitute that an agreement was 
reached with the Germans ;Friday 
cohcerning the transfer of troops. It 
was to this effect: 
“Both sides signing this agreement 
bind themselves until Dec. 30, 1917 
(Jan. 12, 1918, new style), not to 
carry on operative military transfers 
on the front from the Baltic to the 
Black Sed except such transfers as 
already were begun up to the mo- 
ment of signing this agreement.”

The signing of the armistice has 
not deterred the Germans from the 
transfer of any cogsiderable number 
of troops which may have been de- 
cided on since the beginning of nego- 
tiations for an armistice. several 
weeks ago. 
Germany Officially Announces Sign- 

ing of Armistice Agreement. 
BERLIN, via Londyn, Dec. 17.— 
An armistice agreement between the 
Bolsheviki Government in Russia and 
the Teutonic allies was signed at 
Brest-Litovsk Saturday, according te 
the official communication issued 
here yesterday. The armistice be- 
comes effective at noon Monday and 
is to remain in force until Jan. 14. 

A provision in the armistice agree- 
ment is that peace negotiations are 
to begin immediately after the sign- 
ing of the armistice. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

Can armistice agreement was 
signed at Brest-Litovsk yesterday by 
plenipotentiary — representatives of 
the Russian upper army administra- 
tion on the one hand and those of 
the upper army administrations of 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Turkey on the other hand. 

“The armistice begins at noon Dec. 
17 and remains in force until Jan. 
14, 1918. Unless sqven days’ notice 
is given it continues in force vauto- 
matically. It extends to all the land, 
air and naval forces of the common 
fronts. 

“Acéording to clause 9 of the trea- 
ty, peace negotiations are te begin 
immediately after the signing of an

now.” In my last experiences in the 
wa I have watched the enormous 
changes creeping, in. They began 
about July, 1915. My experiences 
since that date were very interest- 
ing; ‘but I found that much of the 
romance had left the trenches. The 
old days, from the beginning to July, 
1915, were all so delightfully pre- 
carious and primitive. Amateurish 
trenches and rough and ready life, 
which to my mind gave this war 
what it sadly needs—a touch: of ro- 
mance. 

Way back there, in about Jan- 
uary, 1915, our soldiers had a, per- 
fectly unique test of human endur- 
ance against appalling climatic con- 
ditions. They lived in a vast bog, 
without being able to utilize 
modern contrivances for making 
the fight against adverse con- 
ditions anything like an 
equal contest.

Officers 
in Pershing’s Force Eligible to 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Dec. 16.—-The orders 
just issued "by Gen. Pershing pro- 
viding for a system of promotion 
from the ranks, under which any 


may win’a commission, makes all 
non-commissioned officers, even Cor- 
porals, eligible for a school which is 
being establised at a large training 
center for the instruction cf canii- 
dates for commissions. Privates who 
desire to become officers must first 
demonstrate their efficiency by earn- 
ing appointment as non-commis- 
sioned officers. . 

The non-commisstoned officers will 
be sent to the training school on 
recommendation of their superiors, 
which will be forwarded by the 
commanders of divisions or other 
separate units, and by the: chiefs of 
staffs to the Com- 
mander in Chief. Before submitting 
such recommendations the officers 
charged with this duty are instruct- 
ed in Gen. Pershing’s orders to give 
the most carefuy consideration to the 
records of those recommended, hav- 
ing in view in the case of non-com- 
missioned officers of the line, only 
the fighting efficiency of his. unit, 
and in all other cases only the abil- 
ity to perform @uties efficiently. 

For Re t Divisions. 

When candidates attending the 

training school have been found to 
be proficient they will be assigned to 
vacancies as Second Lieutenants of 
replacement divisions. Thence they 
will go to fill vacancies occasioned 
by casualty and other causes in com- 
bat divisions. There will be no limit 
to the number of Second Lieutenants 
in the replacement divisions. On 
the contrary, it is recommended that 
there be at least three times as many 
in a given organization as in a cor- 
responding combat division. 
. Within the combat units vacancies 
to the extent of one«third of the 
total will be filled in this manner and 
two-thirds by promotion within the 
combat unit itself. 

In the replacemeént. divisions va- 
cancies from the grade of First Lieu- 
tenant to Colonel will be filled by of- 
ficers recovering from wounds and 
officers who have not yet receive 
assignments. Those fully recovering 
from wd@unds will bé assigned to the

Temporary Appointments. 

A section of the general orders 
says that hereafter all tempo- 
rary appointments and promotions 
in the American ‘expeditionary forcé 
will be on a selective pian, as in the 
British army. Recommendations 
for appointments, and promotions 
must. be based solely on demonstrat- 
ed fitness and capacity of the man. 
The system of temporary appoint- 
ments is one which the American 
army has not had previously.

HENRY CLAY BARNABEE, 
“SHERIFF OF NOTTINGHAM,” DIES 


Actor Who Achieved Fame in Comic 
Opera, “Robin Hood,” Was In- 
jéred in Fall Few Months Ago. 
BOSTON, Dec. 17.—Henry Clay 
Barnabee, familiar to thousands of 
playgoers as the “Sheriff of Notting- 
in De Koven’s comic opera 
“Robin Hood,” died at his home yes- 


84 years of age. . 

Barnabee was injured by.a fall a 
few months ago.. A few weeks ago, 
while sitting upright in bed with 
his head thrown ck and his’ eyes 
closed, Barnabee sang the rolficking 
song, “I am the,Sh of Notting- 
ham, ” with much of his old-time 
zest.

Barnabee’s chief work was in eg

What paper should I serid it to? I 
had had a collection’ of papers sent 
out to me at Christmas time from 
some one or other. A few of these 
were still lying about. A Bystander 
was amongst them. I turned over 
the pages and considered for a bit 
whether my illustrated joke might be 
in their lina I thought of several 
other papers, but on the whole con- 
cluded that the Bystander would 
suit for the purpose, and so, having 
got the address off the cover, I 
packed up my drawing round a roll 
of old paper, enclosed it in brown 
paper, and put it out -to be post- 
ed at the next opportunity. In due 
4course it went to the post, and. I 
went to the trenches again, forget- 
ting all about the incident. 


Next time in the trenches was full 
of excitement. We had done a cou- 
ple of days of the endless mud, rain, 
and bullet-dodging work when sud- 
denly’ one night we heard we were 
to be relieved and go elsewhere. Ev- 
eryone then thought of only one 
thing—where were we going? We 
all had different ideas. Some said 
we were bound for Ypres, which we 
heard.at that time was a pretty 
“warm” spot; some said La Bassee 
was our destination—‘‘warm,” but 
not quite as much so as Ypres. Wild 
rumors that we were going to Egypt 
were of course around; they always 
are. There was another beauty: that 
we were going back to England for 
a rest! * 

The Order to Leave St. Yvon. 


The night after the news, another 
battalion arrived, and, after handing 
over our trenches, we started off on 
the road to “Somewhere in France."’ 
It was about 11:30 p. m. before we 
had handed over everything and 
finally parted from those old 
trenches ,of ours. I said good- 
by to our little perforated hovel, ani 
set off with all my machine gunners 
and guns for the road behind the 
wood, to go—goodness knows where. 
We looked back over our shoulders 
several times as we plodded along 
down the muddy road and into the 
corduroy path which ran through 
|the wood. There, vehind us, lay St. 
| Yvon, under the moonlight and drift- 
|} ing clouds; a silhouetted mass of 
ruins beyond the edge of the wood. 
Still the same old intérmittent crack- 
ing of the rifle shots and the occa- 
sional star shell. It was quite sad 
parting with that old evil-smelling, 
rain-soaked scene of desolation. We 
felt how comfortable we had all been 
there, now that we were leaving. And 
leaving for what?—that was the 
question. When I reached the road 
ahd had duperintended loading up 
our limbers, I got instructions from 
the transport officer as to which way 
we were to go. The battalion had 
already gone on ahead, and the ma- 
chine gun section was the last to 
leave. We were to go down the road 
to Armentieres, and at about 12 mid- 
‘night we started on our march, rat- 
tling off down the rogd leading to 
Armentieres, bound for some .place 
we had never seen before. At about 2 
a.m. we got there; billets had been 
arranged for us, but at 2 in the 
morning it was no easy task to find 
the quarters allotted to us without 
the assistance of a guide. The bat- 
talion had got there first, had fourld 
their billets and gone to bed. I and 
the machine-gun section rattled over 
the cobbles into sleeping Armen- 
tieres, and hadn’t the slightest ideu 
where we had to go. Nobody being 
about to tell us, we paraded the 
town like a circus procession for 
ebout an hour before finally finding 
out where we were to billet, and ul- 
timately we reached our destination 
when, turning into the barns allotted 
to ‘us, we made the most of what re- 
mained of the “tty in well-earned 
repose.

GIFTS FOR OVERSEAS DUTY FREE 


Britain Advises That Articles Must 
Be Specifically Described. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The 
British Government has advised the 
State Department that gift parcels 
containing dutiable goods for Amer- 
ican soldiérs or sailors in Great Brit-

| Louis Sunday papers of Degember 16th. At that ward headquarters will be sta- 
tioned the Committeeman of the ward, or ‘his official representative. 


Assigned to each ward headquarters will be an automobile, designated as the | 
» official Red Cross machine for that particular ward, whose duty it will be to act in 
conjunction with the two men in charge of headquarters, as a general helper, to 
assist where needed in distributing supplies and collecting memberships and funds 
for those precincts fartherest from the ward headquarters, this object being to as- 
sist the official precinct chairman in making prompt returns. It must be under- 
stood that conditions upon which these machines are obfained are that under no 
éircumstances are they to be used for other than this Red Cross work. 


The Precinct Chairman’s duty is to establish his headquarters at a conven- 
ient point somewhere in his precinct, whether it be at his home address, some 
drug store, or at any other convenient and accessible place, where the canvassing 
team tan report to this precinct chairman every evening. The address of this pre- 
cinet chairman’s headquarters must be furnished at once to Gus Frey, 2167 Rail- 
way Exchange Building, and left on file at the ward headquarters. 


Each. Precinct Chairman will have charge of his own headquarters and of 
the canvassing in his precinct, and will also: supply them with information and 
canvassing material. It is therefore absolutely necessary for him to be at his 
" headquarters at least as early as 9 A. M. and to remain there until his workers 
have reported and been sent out on their work, after which time he may proceed 
with such individual work as may be possible for him, arranging, however, to 
meet his workers at precinct headquarters at 5:00 P. M., or such time as seems 
most advisable to them. It should be borne in mind that this chairman is, so far as 
this organization is concerned, held responsible for a thorough canvass of his pre- 


The General Committee’s organization is to furnish him with two or three 
volunteer workers to do this active house-to-house canvassing of the precincts. 
If, however, for any reason whatever, these volunteer workers should not be ob- 
tained, or should not report to the Precinct Chairman, it will then be expected of 
“him to secure such assistance as he can through friends or other volunteer workers 
to canvass as thoroughly as may be possible the precinct assigned to him. |

Samuel Preceding Surrender |

LONDON, Dec. 17.—-In attacks 
preceding the surrender of Jerusalem 
the Turks employed storming troops 
in successive assaults on Nebi Sam-| 
uel, northwest of the Holy City, then 
held by London troops, according-to 
a Reuter dispatch from British head- 
quarters in Palestine. The dispatch, 
which was sent by airplane, gives de- 
tails of the capture and the entry 
into Jerusalem. 

The final Turkish attack was pre- 
ceded by such a heavy shelling that 
it appeared the enemy was confident 
the British would be blown off the 
summit, but all their attacks were re- 
pulsed sanguinarily. The Turks had 
a strong line west, south and north- 
east of Jerusalem. They were well 
provided with machine guns and 
their artillery dominated the crests 
over which the British should have 
to advance. Some Turkish guns were 
placed just outside the city walls, 
making it impossible to reply to the 


fire without endangering the town. 
Roads Were Muddy. 

“A torrential rain made the road 
impassable,’’ the correspondent con- 
tinues, “‘while a chilly east wind 
pierced the sodden soldiers to the 
bone. The problems of supply and 
transport almost drove us to despair. 
The camels were unable to keep a 
foothold on the slippery paths. Nev- 
ertheless the food and ammunition 
supply was maintained fully. 

“On the night of Dec. 7, when our 
attack began, the men moved up un- 
der covey of darkness, the attack 
pivoting on Nebi Samuel, from which 
the Londoners advanced eastward to- 
ward Jerusalem while other reat 
ascended the Hebron rgad, threaten- 
ing the town from the south.

Hence our troops had the dis- 
agreeable experience of being shelled 
without the ability to reply. But they 
pressed forward and by noon of the 
eighth were two miles north of Beth- 
lehem. 
Driven Out by Bayonets, 


“The Londoners had a hard task 
on the steep slopes of the Judean 
Hills, where it was impossible to 
bring field guns to their support, but 
sorne mountain batteries and Howitz- 
ers rendered magnificent service and 
by 7 in the morning the Londoners 
had stormed and captured all the 
enemy works west of the town. . The 
Turks still held the last lines on the 
ridge overlooking Jerusalem, having 
posted numeroys machine guns in the 
houses of the Jewish and German 
colonists in the furtherest outskirts 
of the town. The position was 
charged late in the afternoon of the 
8th. The magnificent feat was 
crowned with complete success and 
the Turks were driven out at the 
point of the bayonet. The survivors 
Bolted to either side of the town. 
Their losses were enormous. 

‘Throughout*the whole fighting 
around Jerusalem the Turks showed 
a more desperate spirit and a greater 
tenacity than in almost any previous 
fighting. They stood their ground to 
the last. 

“During the night the Turks with- 
drew to the north ahd east of the 
city, and at 8 o’clock in the morning 
of the 9th the Mayor and Chief of 
Police tame out with a flag of truce 
and surrendered the town.. 

“Acceptance of the surrender was 
made formally at noon without ac- 
tually entering the city, only pickets 
being posted to prevent surprises. 
Meantime, our troops swept through 
the suburbs northward, being ‘sub- 
jected to machine gun fire from the 
Mount of Olives and Mount Scopus. 
The ridge of Mount Scopus, north of 
the city, was stormed with the bay- 
onet and the Turks were cleared from 
the Mount of Olives. 

Flowers Showered on Troops. 

“Big demonstrations of joy broke 
out when the General advanced to 
take the surrender of the city. Flow- 
ers were showered on thé troops and 
the populace clapped their hands to 
testify to the joy of deliverance from 
the hands of the oppressors. 

“Further north the Turks were es- 
tablished in a long series of trénches 
around the village of Beitikes. These 
trenches were carried with a rush 
and the British line advanced be- 
yond the village. Welsh troops ad- 
vancing from the south pushed 
across the road east of Jerusalem 
leading to Jericho and thrust back 
Turkish reinforcements advancing 
along this road to succor Jerusa- 
lem. In the course of all these oper- 
ations they captured nearly 1000 
prisoners in addition to 700 wound- 
ed Turks in hospitals in Jerusalem. 

» “The wonderful co-ordination of 
all our movements in itself. speaks 
praise for the admirable staff work. 
Of conditions in Jerusalem I learned 
that in the early days of the war and 
the abortive Turkish attacks against 
the Suez Canal, the Turks’ losses in 
pack animals exceeded 45,000 dead 
from neglect, lack of food and over- 
work. The people were so famished 
from hunger that they used to fight 
for the bodies of the animals that 
died in-and about the town. Then 
ther¢ was suspicion and persecufion.

VARICOSE VEINS. 


H A, B. C.—-Dr. John B. Murphy de- 
| fined a varicose vein in the leg as a 
“valveless vein, or, more properly, 'a 

vein whose valves are incompetent.” 
The veins are weakened by hard 
work, such as lifting heavy loads 
for long periods and by standing 
still for a long time. Longshoremen. 
freight handlers, street car motor- 
men, conductorg and laborers are 
more subject to them than police- 
men, soldiers and shop attendants.

The fish insan aquarium die for 3 
reasons; first, because they are 
chilled. by a. too frequent change of 
water; second, because the aquarium 
does not contain a proper amount 
of plants; and third, because of 
overfeeding. In an ordinary-sized 
globe or aquarium 1 or 2 aquatic 


plants are necessary, 


aquariums must be supplied in pro- 
portion. The lants ‘“‘balance” the 
aquarium, so to speak—that is, they 
absorb the impurities in the water, 
and the fish in return live on the 
the same as with human beirgs on 
land—the more vegetation the purer 
the oxygen. The best plants to pro- 
cure for an aquarium are known as 
the water milfoil, the water violet 


and the pink fanwort. 


also givés a very pretty effect. 
months at a time no change of 
water is necessary and thé less the 
water is changed the better for the 
fish. The plants keep the water 
pure, but should it become cloudy 
after standing for several months 
and lose through ‘evaporation, 
tumblerful of fresh water may be 
added twice or 3 times a week. At 
the end of 6 months or so the en- 
tire aquarium should be given a 


thorough cleaning. 


should be taken that the tempera- 
ture of the fresh water is the same 
as the water which is being re- 
moved, for should it be only a few 
degrees colder the fish‘ will become 
chilled when put in it—just as hu- 
man beings are when going from a 
hot room into the cold air sudden- 
ly—and as a result the fish will 
catch cold and succumb. When once 
the fish are in thé water it does not 
matter how great a change of tem- 
perature takes place in the atmos- 
phere, as it will not harm the fish, 
though great heat is not good for 
them. They can, however, 
any amount of cold. * * * Aquarium 
cement: 1 gill plaster paris, 1 gill 
litharge, 1 gill fine white, sand, 1-3 
finely powdered resin.

Wages and Cost of Living. 
‘Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In answer to William A. Wheeling’s let- 
ter, published in the Post-Dispatch, 
under the following caption, ‘“‘Why Rail- 
road Men Need More Wages,” I do not 
wish to deprive the trainmen of any credit 
due them, but I do think 75 per cent of 
the working class desire an increase in 
wages much more than the raflroad men. 


Take, for instance, the clerks in these 
railroad offices; average wage paid is $60 
per month. If it were not for these boys 
the trainmen would have no jobs. Then, 
in time of peage or of war, the trainmen 
are entitled to no more credit for main- 
tsining commercial supremacy than the 
underpaid office help at any time. The 
reason for this ts, these employes are not 
organized, and therefore are not in a po- 
sition to dictate to their employers. 
~- Ninety per cent of the office workers in 
this country are underpaid, and are as 
patriotic in every degree as their better 
paid railroad friends. 

As for the cost of clothing, let me ask 
Mr. Wheeling how a cashier or bookkeeper 
would appear to him clad in a $2 pair of 
everalls and a 6§0-cent cap, the uniform of 
70 per cent of railroad employes. This, 
of course, is no disgrace, but the cost of 
clothing and the cost of eating makes no 
material difference to any one that desires 
to gppear at all respectable. In unity 
there is strength, and it is the combina- 
tion of the varfous classes of railroad em- 
ployes and the recognition of their urions 
that has made them independent. Point 
out to me a clerk that receives $100 ver 
month for the use of his brain and I will 
show you 99 who receive $60 per month 
and are required to live under the same 
conditions as the railroad men. ,

national order and they, too, will be in a 
position to. feel themselves in a class with

| WHAT WILL RUSSIA DO? 

We need not bother over the question of a re- 
newal of commercial relations between Germany 
and Russia during the armistice or if peace 
should be concluded. The news that the Ger- 
mans are ready with goods to sell in exchange 
for food and other Russian supplies is a hint of 
what is about to happen and is probably begin- 
ning now. 

The Germans are far-sighted and clever in 
business. They will have Government help in 
pushing business with Russia. At the first 
chance German commercial agents will invade 
Russia in sufficient numbers to obtain control 
of finance and commerce. 
| We need not expect much from the alleged 
agreement not to transfer troops, except those 
whose removal has already begun. We do not 
doubt that all the troops Germany can utilize on 
the western front have begun to move. Russia’s 
military forces have been thoroughly disorgan- 
ized for a long time and a cessation of warfare 
has been so confidently expected that the Ger- 
mans and Austrians have not hesitated to re- 
move troops in large numbers. The movement 
has been demonstrated in the offensive on the 
Italian front and the preparations for an of: 
fensive on the Franco-British line. The weight 
of the Russian collapse has fallen on the allied 
armies in the west. 

An interesting question, however, is the status 
of Russia when a separate peace is made. What 
sort of neutrality will or can the ragged and

It is with this point in view that the entente 
Powers are considering relations with Russia 
and are inclined to aid Russia in economic re- 


position to aid Russia than Germany, whose 
hands are full and whose purse is empty.

Since the Bolsheviki are determined 
to deal with the Germans for peace, it would 
be folly for us to drive the Russians into the 
arms of Germany.

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EQUAL TAX MEANS LOWER TAX. 
Assessments according to the legal standards 


have been resisted in great numbers of Missouri 
communities because of a natural opposition to 
innovations, because they’ necessitated more than 
the usual exertion on the part of local tax offi- 
clals and, especially, because of a mistaken idea 
that they mean larger tax payments. 

Gov. Gardner’s explanation of the purpose with 
which the special legislative session will be called 
in the spring should dissipate much of this oppo- 
sition and spread intelligent understandings of 
what is contemplated under the equal taxation 
plan. The Legislature having fixed the State tax 
rate at 15 cents, any large increase in gross as- 
sessments since the rate was specified would re- 
sult, of course, in a corresponding increase in 


State needs. Accordingly, it is designed that the 
special session shall fix a lower raté. In Gov. 
Gardner’s judgment a rate one-third of 15 cents 
may be adequate. 

The farmer or householder who had been dis- 
mayed at finding his assessment doubled would 
gain a new comprehension of what the equal tax 
program means when he learned that he is to be 
taxed on this doubled assessment at only one- 
third the former rate; that his taxes had actually 
been reduced instead of being increased. Of course, 
all taxpayers would not pay at one-third of the 
old rate on a doubled assessment. To say that 
substantially the old total in revenue could be 
obtained by multiplying the assessment only by 
two and dividing the rate by three would be a 
contradiction of terms. , 

But decreased taxes would be an experience 
typical of a great number of small propertv- 
owners. It would be made possible because 
vast amounts of property that now escapes tax- 
ation would be placed on the books. Under the 
reduced rate the incentive for dodging taxes 
would be lessened and strict compliance with the 
law would also make dodging much more diffi- 
cult. 

Departures from the legal tax standards com- 
monly bear more heavily on the small property- 
owner than on others. They set precedents for 
favoritism from which the wealthy and influential 
benefit unduly. No one has a greater interest 
in the restoration of rigid equality under the. 
law in tax matters than the average man of | 
small holdings.

of government none was more pic- 
turesque than Henry IV, of Germany. 
And he suffered perhaps the great: 
est humiliation that ever was visited 
upon a King. Gregory VII became 
Pope in the seventh decade of the 
eleventh century. The election did 
not please Henry in the least. Un- 
der the pilfered title of Roman King 
he claimed a share in Papal affairs 
and did not propose to be treated 
lightly. But Gregory persuaded him 
to confirm his elevation. Then dis- 
rien broke out between the two. 

Henry’s partisans unseated the 
Pope, who retired to Canossa in the 
Apennines. 

Gregory retaliated on Henry by 
wielding that most powerful weapon 
of the church—excommunication. 
This casting out of the faith was the 
most feared of all fates in ancient 
days, and even Henry’s close advis- 
ers fell away from-him. The King 
faced the storm bravely enough, but 
things went against him'and he de- 
cided to propitiate Gregory. So, in 
the midst of winter, he crossed the 
Alps, a truly prodigious undertaking 
in those times, and presented himself 
before the castle where Gregory was 
staying, asking an audience. At first | 
Gregory refused, but then consented

The German King complied and quit- 
ted his suite to go inside the walls. 
Further on he came to a second 
gate where he was told that the Pope 
had ordered him divested of all his 
regal ornaments and clothing before 
proceeding. Henry reluctantly con- 
sented, and received in exchange a 
coarse woolen tunic. Wearing this,
